William H. Kruger, Capt. Norberg, ar- 
rived this afternoon from Eureka with 
her flag at half-mast on account of the 
death of Johann Applequist, a passen- 
ger who was lost by drowning shortly 
before noon yesterday when the 
steamer was off Point Piedra Blanco, 


Applequist was a sailor who took 


paSsage at San Francisco on Wednes- 
day in company with two other sailors, 
Hie had recently returned from Alaska 
and Capt. Norberg states that when he 
came aboard the vessel he was slightly 
intoxicated. No further attention was 
paid to him until yesterday, when the 
captain was startied by the cry of 
“man overboard,” and Applequist was 
seen struggling in the water alongside 
the vessel. | 

The’ chief mate of the steamer threw 
a life buoy to the man, which struck 
the water not over twenty feet from 
him, but he paid no attention to it. The 
engines were reversed and a boat was 
lowered at once, and in five or six 
minutes after the accident the body of 
Applequist was on rd. The crew 
worked over him for an hour, but he 
never recovered consciousness, 

At the time of the accident the sea 
Was not Very rough and the Kruger 
was only steaming about -eight knots.

HIGHEST YET. 


Twenty-story Pole Raised for 

Local Station. — |

Next Tall Spire to go up in 
- Santa Barbara. 


Chain to Reach from Here to 
Puget Sound. 


Wireless telegraphy will soon have 
in operation in this city one of its 
most important stations. Within ten 
days its spire will be sparking into 
the blue. 

Working quietiy away, surrounded 
by curious little knots of passers-by, 
attracted by their strange labors, 
workmen are constructing a wireless 
plant, which is to be one of a chain 
of stations to stretch all the way to 
Puget Sund. 

'To the casual observer the men 
have so far only succeeded in ereci- j 
ing a jong, slender pole to hich many 
guy Wires have, been attiched. ‘The 
pole is a matter of great curiosity In 
itself, being 212 feet bisa, nearly 166 
feet taller than any *stber in the city. 

Yesterday a Times photographer 
got a good shot at the soaring staff 
and a steeplejack who had begun ‘to 
paint ft and who looked like a mouse 
at the summit. The pole,is as tall 
as a twenty-story building and the 
operator had to tlt his camera far | 
back.

ANEW PROJECT TO PIERCE COURT 
STREET HILL. 


Council Committee Recommends 
Opening Hill Street from First to 


Granting a petition from members of 
‘the Hill Street improvemen: Associa- 
tion, the Board of Public Works yes- 
jterday recomimended the construction 
of a tunnel on North Hill street, ex- 
ending from First street . north w 
Temple street. 

This improvement has becn  peti- 
tioned for repeatedly by property own- 
ern on Hill and Temple streets, and a 
year ago the Hill Street Improvement 
Association passed a resolution 
Gorsing the project. But like all other 
improvements which can only be made 
by the expenditure of many thousands 
of dollars there has always been a 
aifference of opinion amend those 
fifancially interested as to the most 
practical plan for securing the tm- 
provement.

ment of which the entire city would 
ihe benefit. Councilmen, however,

Robbery—Defendant 


Jake Castile ie up against a hard 
proposition in Judge Smith's court, 
and he knows it. He and his brother 
Bi are charged with robbing a Row- 
manian Jew named Morris Ellig on 
the highway neser Montebella, in the 
early part of last, August, wnder cir- 
cumstances of reckiess daring. 

As a fitting finale to the rotbery, 
Jake and 8S! turned upon the depujy 
sheriffe who ran them to earth at the 
Whitewater Ranch, after a hard five 
days chase, and made such a savage 
ight that tis & no one was 
killed. 

Now Jake ts up for tris, and i« in- 
tenily following every move made by 
-he prosecution. He fs a well set-up 
man, with raven-black hair and. the 
square jaws that Indicate great de- 
termination. There are. especial rea- 
sors why Jake Castile should take a 
minute interest in’ his prosecution and 
every step taken to send him to the 
penitentiary, for if he ig convicted i 
means practically that hif life will end 
oehind the bars. 

He was stent up fer four in 
i885, from Hiverside county, hav- 
ita been engaged in cattie-stealing 
from Pico, In the San Jacinto 

alley. Two yeure later, Gov. Water- 
be pardoned him. in 1889 he was 
arrested for roobing. at San 
Bernardino, in company with another 
ough character named Burns. Jake 
was sentenced to twelve years in 
Staie’s prison for this offense, and 
servea his term. Subsequentiy he was 
charged with killing a team of mules 
in Ventura county, but was able to 
prove an alibi. 

It is on account of his record that 
Jake .is watching as cat does a 
mouse every move made by the prose- 
cution, which is being conducted by 
Deputy District Attorneys Donnell and 
Fleming. Gen, Johnstone Jones is de- 
lending the case, but ‘was unabie 
to contro! the forcer behind his elient 
yesterday, arid they threatened to 
prejudice Jake somewhat. The father, 
mother. aunt, sister and one or two 
other of Jake's relatives had lined up 
in court, and when the defendant was 
brought in it served as a signal for 
several of the women to set up 4 
great howl. It was not crying, as that 
ordinarily understood, but 
howling. with a shriek or two sand- 
wiched in between. 

Just how far this crying indicated 
a sincere sorrow and sympathy for 
Jake .wes shown at the noon recess. 
Deputy Sherif Kerrigan slipped the 
handcuffs upon the defendant's wrists 
preliminary to taking him back to jail, 
and as he led him away his sister, Mrs. 
Parazett, approached through the 
throng. Her fece wae red with rage. 

“Tl'd like to se¢ you put them upon 
mé.”" she remarked, alluding to the 
handcuffe. Then, shaking her fist at 
the officers, she exciaimed: “I'd litte 
to cut your throat, just as you would 
cut the throat of a dog!”

We must place 
at the head of the city government a 
man who is not afraid to pledge him-

The alleged “friendly feeling’ of tne 
Cudahy-Maier interests for Hauser and

PASTOR'S ANNIVERSARY. 

Rev. Dr. Hugh K. Walker. pas- 
tor of Immanuel Presbyterian Church, 
will celebrate his seventh anni- 
versary as pastor, on the first 
Sunday in December.
